CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—A_ victim 
of mistaken identity, yeorge D. 
Pterlotie, 28 years old, convicted in 
January, 1921, in United States 
Court in New York, served 33 
months in the Atlanta peniten- 
tiary for a crime that Joseph Sa- 
kelos, San Francisco, now being 
held here, has admitted he com- 
mitted, according to detectives 

Pteriotis in 1919 organized the 
American Company of Commerce 
in New \York to conduct an im- 
porting business between the 
United States and Greece, accord- 
ing to his story. A year later he 
sold his interest to Sakelos for 
$30,000 and went to Europe. 

Meanwhile Sakelos, according to 
the statement detectives said he 
has made. raised $300,000 at vari- 
ous Eastern banks on faked bills 
of lading and disappeared Pteri- 
otis. arrested when he returned to 
America. was unable to prove he

BOGOTA, Colombia, Dec. 15.— 
Many persons have been killed and 
a large number injured by an 
earthquake which today destroyed 
two small towns in the region of 
Ipiales, near the Colombian-Ecua- 
dorian frontier.

News of the President's decision 
came only a few hours after word

order of last June. 

The announcement that the 
President had decided upon un- 
conditional release was received 
with great satisfaction by those 
who have been working for gener- 
al amnesty Credit was given the 
Post-Dispatch for having taken the 
journalistic lead In this movement.

Labor Government Seems Inevitable 


Is the contingency of a Labor Government 
possible? Unless the _ spirit of the Consti- 
tution is to be violated, it seems to me to be 
inevitable. The electorate,has by the most 
overwhelming majority ever recorded voted 
“No confidence’ in the present administra- 
tion. Eight million eight hundred thousand 
electors out of a total poll of 14,200,000 gave 
an anti-government vote.’ No Government 
has ever been dismissed with such emphasis. 
The vote was not merely for or against free 
trade. It was for or against the present Gov- 
erfment. Its conduct of affai?s was definite- 
ly arraigned by both opposing parties and the 
electors have voted it down as a ridiculous 
failure. For it to continue in office is, there- 
fore, a defiance. If they have not. the de- 
cency to recognize that they are not wanted, 
the new Parliament will make short work of 
them. One-party or the other, or both, must 
surely move a vote of “No confidence” in 
such a Government and whoever moves it, 
all these who are returned to support the 
present administration are in duty bound to 
vote for that motion. 


What next? I assume that this vote of 
want of confidence will be moved by the sec- 
ond party in the state. The party that suc- 
cessfully challenges the Government on a vote 
of confidence has the next call, by all prac- 
tice of the Constitution. Any attempt to re- 
‘strain the Constitution against any party 
would undermine confidence in the working 
of the British Constitution itself. Snobbery 
is no part of the British Constitution, and if 
anyone acts on the assumption that it is it 
will lead to results of so disastrous a charac- 
ter that I cannot believe that even the team 
of reckless amateurs now in charge of affairs 
could commit such a foolish blunder. 

The Labor party is entitled to fair play 
from the Constitution which.they are ex- 
pected to obey. Any attempt at shallow 
cleverness to “do Labor out of its chance’’ 
would provoke a resentment which would 
astonish its perpetrators.

HAMBURG, Dec. 1.—Train 
travel in Germany during the win- 
ter is not promising of either com- 
fort or dependability. There are 
not so many fast trains as form- 
erly between the big cities; there 
have been other curtafiments, and 
there are fewer sieeping cars. 
Outside the great cities the hotel 
accommodations also are far be- 
low those of normal times.

Letters Raised First Suspicion ] 


The Arnofs now exhibit a series of letters 
and caplegrams to show how their distrust 
was excited even before the pictures arrived. 
For one thing, they point out that althongh 
Jacob had four brothers and two sisters, only 
one of the sisters, Esther, was ever mentioned 
in the letters, which always began with “Dear 
folks” and evaded discussion of affairs tn- ~ 
timate to the family.

Wilde-Douglas Fascination Mutual 


At that first meeting LordsAlfred came im- 
mediately, gasily under the compelling sway 
of the mah who could create anew the ro- 
mances of ancient worlds and who could fas- 
cinate a sophisticated London dinner party 
with a simple fairy tale. That the young man 
should succumb to the brilliance and remfark- 
able personality of Oscar Wilde was not sur- 
prising, it was expected. But, on the other 
hand, that the most celebrated of living En- 
glish authors should be immediately and un- 
deniably attracted to Lord Alfred—that was 
indeed surprising. 

Byt so it happened. From the day of that 
first meeting the two were never again sepa- 
rated until the gray gate of Reading Gaol 
swung shut on the brilliant but disgraced 
Wilde. During that time they were constant- 
ly im each other’s company, they lived to- 
gether, and experienced together all the mad- 
ness of that brilliant perfod. To “Bosie,” 
Wilde wrote prose poems in the form of let- 
ters, later to be used against him in evidence 
at his trial. And in admiration of his famous 
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LORD ARTHUR BALFOUR,

friend, Lord Alfred wrote sonnets and prose 
poems which astounded his friends and made 
them predict that in him there was a talent 
which might even outshine the genius of 
Wilde that had inepired it. Among the poems 
which “BoSie’”’ wrote at this time, one, “To a 
Dead Poet,” is especially recalled for its 
beauty. 

A friendship as beautiful as this, one might 
think, would last forever. But it was not to 
be so. There was something in the attitude 
of this strange young nobleman that all the 
world did not see. George Bernard Shaw, 
who was at that time a dramatic critic on 
a London paper, has written that he took 
lunch with Wilde one day when Douglas was 
present. His description of Lord Alfred is 
not complimentary to that young man. Shaw 
found him to be frightfully jealous of Wilde 
and almost insanely unhapp? whenever he 
was slighted in the conversation, which, as 
usual, Wilde controlled. Shaw believed that 
he saw the black end approaching at this 
dinner. 

The incident which caused the whole dread- 
ful calamity to develop soon happened. The 
Marquis of Queensberry had long nursed @ 
violent and vicious hared for Oscar Wilde. The 
angry old Marquis was mortified that his gon

should: be living with such a “character” as 
he considered Wilde to be. Letter after let- 
ter, each more bitter and offensive than its 
predecessor, he wrote to “‘Bosie” demanding 
that he leave Wilde at once. ‘‘Bosie”’ never re- 
plied except to write for money. Finally the 
Marquis, the last vestige of his patience gone, 
cent a particularly virulent letter to his son, 
threatening to disinherit him. The letter 
closed with these words: 


Jeered at His Own Father 


“When I see you and Wilde together my 
blood turns cold at the sight of your unnatural 


faces. I promise that I will shoot Wilde on 


stght if he does not leave you. 

And the young “Bosie” laconically replied 
by telegram: 

“What a funny little man you are!” 

Any reply that would sink a half-crazy old 
man to further depths of insensate wrath is 
hard to conceive; Whether that was the pur- 
rase, the telegram had that effect. Next day 
the Marquis left an open card at his club upon 
which there was addressed to Wilde a fou! 
epithet. Astounded by this, Wilde turned to 
‘“‘Bosie’’ for advice. 

Frank Harris, one of Wilde’s closest friends 
and an acquaintance of Lord Alfred, told the 
writer that without the slightest doubt it was 
Douglas who urged Wilde into the lawsuit 
which proved his downfall. Douglas knew 
that his father would win, realized that Wilde 
was lost the moment he entered a court, and 
yet, with every argument he could conjure up, 
he urged Wilde on. Harris, Shaw, a score 
of others, protested in vain. The venomous 
little “Bosie” influenced Wilde more than the 
wisest ds in England Douglas pointed 
the pathy, ates Wilde followed, and went very 
soon to his pitiful doom. 

This is the mystery of Lord Alfred Douglas. 
In this incident lies, perhaps, the explanation 
of his strange life. Was Lord Alfred jealous 
of Wilde’s fame? Did he lead his friend on 
the road to prison because he could not bear 
to be second in success? Did he, Judas-like, 
sell with a kiss to a merciless, prejudiced 
Pontius the most celebrated man in England? 
And has he found that the pieces of silver 
were but tin and the taste of victory but bit- 
terness without end? 

Certainly the facts make such questions 
plausible. It is known that at first Lord Al- 
fred was but a worshiper of Oscar Wilde, that 
later he came to wield a tremendous influ- 
ence over him. and that he became almost tn- 
sanely jealous of the man whose gifts out- 
ehone his own. He might well have aspired to 
the exalted position that Wilde and only Wilde 
possessed. He cértainly proved himself suf- 
ficiently without scruples to use any means to 
gain his end.

Whether this be the true explanation or not, 
one wonders if Lord Alfred’s after life was 
more happy from the betrayal of his friend. 
And here again the mysterious silence which 
he has but recently broken is an almost im- 
passable barrier to complete discovery. But 
what little. is known makes it doubtful if 
“Bosie”’ has ever since been happy. 

The day Wilde first entered court Lord Al- 
fred Douglas fled to France. From a hoafel 
in Calais he watched Wilde, bewildered in the 
face of a thousand vicious charges that an 
envious philistine middle class was only too 
eager to bring against him, go down in ig- 
nominy. The day Wilde lived through the 


first stanza of “The Ballad of Reading Goal’ 
‘Lord Alfred Douglas left Calais for parts un- 


known. As the talented, beautiful young En- 
glish poet he had ceased to live. 

After that gay day, ‘“‘Bosie’’ never wrote 
another poem that the world has seen. Never 
ogain was he thoneht of as “most prom- 
ising.” He was ostracised as completely as 
Wilde though he did not bear a great enouch 
name to drag him down to such depths. No 
more was he ever sowght after, doors that had 
stood open to him were shut tight. His family 
paid him, like a blackmailer, to stay away 
from England. What he did for the next 
few years is not known. Reports would come 
of his sudden, quiet appearance in Paris, 
cr someone had seen him on the Riviera, or 
he had taken a small villa near Florence. And 
that was all. 

But even after Oscar Wilde had served two 
distressing years in prison, “Bosie” was not 
content to let him alone. Did he fear that 
the pale prisoner from Reading Gaol would 
regain his former brilliant position? What- 
ever were his motives *he pursued Wilde re- 
morselessly and finally drew him back into the 
life he was trving to leave—not, fortunately, 
until Wilde had made still more itmoerish- 
able his memory by writing “‘The Ballade of 
Reading Gaol” and “De Profundis.” To a 
villa in Italy, Douglas took the man he had 
destroyed and never again did the pen of 
Wilde yield up his genius. 


| Douglas Disappears a Second Time. 


In Italy Douglas made Wilde's life one of 
misery and poverty. It was money and money 
and money that “Bosie’’ wanted and got. 
Wilde’s wife divorced him when she heard he 
had returned to Douglas and so stopped all 
chance of the reunion that was about to take 
place. Finally when Wilde was penniless, after 


“one mad scene of fealous hate “Douglas left 


the man who had done everything but give his 
life for him. Wilde, now completely broken, 
went to Paris where the bitterness of his few 
remaining years made the advent of death 
welcome to him. |

denly, in 1914, he startled the world and set 
iz once more to talking with the publication 
of his book, “Oscar Wilde and Myself.” The 
effect of this book was immediately to revive 
the old scandal. .Everything that had been 
known about Wilde was exhumed and retold 
and a social scandal that had had few equals 
in English history was again paraded in mud- 
dy boots across the fame of its dead prin- 
cipal. The opinions of admirers and detrac- 
tors of Wilde alike agree almost unanimously 
that Douglas’ book is—to put it mildly—vile.. . 
It was a gilded recounting of the assoctation 
of its author and Oscar Wilde with particular 
endeavor to prove that Douglas was entirely 
innocent of any wrong. 

Was this the middle-aged “Boste’s” attempt 
to appropriate the laurels of the man whom 
he had so envied in his youth? Had he waited 
his ‘time to come into the public wétice with 
anflouncements that might re-establish him 
again In London society as “the handsome 
young man who shows such pfomise?” And 
still more interesting, if England had accept-. 
ed him in 1914, would he have written again 
his beautiful sonnets and his exquisite poems 
in prose? Or woul@é he have proved nothing 
more than a mild fiasco? 

Whatever his motives were or whatever 
might have been had he sueceeded ta this 

‘attempt at his own rehabilitation ts another 
chapter in the mystery that surrounds his 
name. What happened was—after a 
of frantic publicity and excited talk—merely 
another nolseless disappearance. Once more, 
Lord Alfred Douglas, the subject of the heur, 
-became a thin rumor, an echo from the past. 
Again he was gone. 

And until the spring of this year he kept 
thfs same deep silence. Then there came 
stirrings. A small weekly newspaper of un- 
known. antecedents began t6 print stories J 
about the conduct of the war. Gradually these 
stories took on a sensational character. Grad- 
ually they became noised about. Examination 
ot the sheet brought to light the astounding 
fact that {ts editor was none other than Lord 
Alfred Douglas.

If they could find the owner of 
a certain black velour hat and a 
man named “Mike,” who has gold 
teeth, detectives assert, they »uld 
solve two of the six homicides 
committed tm and near St. Louis tn 
November tin which the identity of 
the slayers has not yet been estab-. 
lished. 

The’ hat wae found at Prairte 
and Evans avenues, near the wene 
of the slaying ef Leonardo Catan- 
zaro, Nov. 15, and, even if tts. 
owner is found and the murder! 
solved, detectives believe this case, 
like many other recent Italian 
shootings here, will come to an end 
before a blank wall ef “I den’‘t 
know.” | 

For that ts a sample of the re- 
Plies detectives have run ap 
against:im attempting to uncover 
information. Even members of 
the. slain man’s family “know 
nothing” about Catanzaro’s boat- 
legging deals, through which ft 
was hoped a motive for the crime 
might come to licht. 

Eventually, the @etecttves «ay, 
they will obtain, through under- 
ground channeia, fairly accurate 
information as to who killed Cat- 
anzare and why, but ev. dence 
upen which to make convictions 
will be lacking. Such has been 
the history of similar Italian mur- 
ders, or “private affairs of ven- 
feance,” as the police gay they 
usually. are looked upon by both 
slayers and friends of the victims. 


Two Men Leap Ont and Ren. 

Catanzaro was shot to dearh 
from behind as he sat in the front 
seat of his automobile. Two men 
were then seen to leap from the 
rear seat of the car and run away. 
Twenty-four pints ef whisky were 
found im the car. Catanzaro, who 
carried nearty $206, was not rob- 
bed. | 
The finding of the hat within | 
|less than half a block of the scene 
of the murder caused detectives to 
believe Catanzaro was being lied 
into a trap, ready to be sprung, 
when something developed which 
caused the two men in the car 
with him to take the killing into 
their own hands. 

The “trap” theory was support- 
ed by a series of telephone calls 
received in the High and Linden 
streets neighborhood frequented 
regularly by Catanzaro, a_i shori 
time before he was killed. Some- 
one evidently was anxious te get | 
in touch with him. 

Detectives believe the “someone” | 
was successful, because Catanzaro. 
meeting a cousin. with whom he 
had an appointment to attend a 
picture show. told him he had to 
make “a little trip out west.” Who 
had engaged Catanzaro te make 
the whisky dettvery never has been 
established by the pofica. 

“Mike” With the Gold Teeth. 

Search ts being made for “Mike™ 
with the gold teeth. Detectives 
say he lured Harry Londo, Egan 
gangster and gunman, to his as- 
sassination, Nov. 23. “Mike” was 
with Londo the day of the killing 
and made an engagement to meet 
him again that night at Eighth and 
O’Fallon streets. Londo was on 
his way to keep the appointment 
when he was shot from behind by 
aman who jumped from an auto- 
mobile. 

How Londo and “Wike” bdDecame 
acquainted, where “Mike” came 
from and what became of him aft- 
er Londo was assassinated, the de- 
tectives have been unable to learn. 

Associates of Londo say they 
considered it strange that Londo 
and his new-found friend did not 
visit the usual haunts of the gang- 
sters. The two became iInreparable, 
it was said, and Londo appeared 
to be so fond ef “Mike™ that he 
staked him te some of his best | 
silk shirts and necktien Et was. 
rumored that the two had a “big 
deal” on, but what it was all about 
nobody seems to have known. | 

Oase of “Whitey” Doering. 

And then there ts the case of 
“Whitey” Doertng. convicted mail 
robber and member of the notori- 
ous Egan gang of gunmen. who 
died Nov. 19 as he had ltved—with 
his finger on a pisto! trigger. try- 
ing to “get his man™ when some- 
me “got” him.

NCLE SAM has discovered a new sci- 
ence. It is the science of distribution. 
Now, pleasé don’t take it for granted 
that this new science doesn’t concern 
you. for in fact it does. You eat food, 
don’t you, and you wear clothes? You 
live in a house, don’t you, and you have 
furniture in your house? You have to pay good 
money for all these things, don’t you? Now. 
wouldn’t it be interesting to learn—-well, just for 
instance, why you have to pay for the loaf of bread 
you cut this morning just about twice what it costs 
to produce the loaf? ‘ 

The United States Government, for the first time, 
has made a comprehensive survey of the facts re- 
lating to the distribution of commodities required 
by all citizens every day in the year. A coneres- 
sional body known as the Joint Commission on Agri- 
cultural Inquiry, after long and patient investigation, 
has made a report. It contains, along with a great 
many other important things, that item about the 
bread you eat. “From this report we ‘earn, if we 
read it carefully and do a little indgnendent think- 
ing. that the one big problem in this country is 
not production, about which we have heard so much 
in recent years: the One Big Problem is Distribution. 

This-problem hes developed because of the com- 
plexities of modern-day human 
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and more facilities were created, more and. more 
people were engaged, with a constant upbuilding of 
expense, until we now have reached a point where it 
costs more to distribute and serve than it costs to 
produce.”’ 

That last sentence is an eye-opener. Just read 
over the concluding lines. _ Bear that remarkable 
statement in mind as you proceed. The Scientific 
American for December has analyzed this commis- 
sion’s report, terming it the most remarkable docu- 
ment of the kind ever issued. “This report assumes 
the dignity of science—nothing less,” says that 
authority, which proceeds thus to set forth the gist 
of the*report in simple terms:

“Cities grew and became the market places of 
agriculture. Inventive ceniue perfected machines to 
relieve more and more hand labor and to produce 
goods in greater volume. Working days became 
shorter and time and opportunity for recreation be- 
came greater. Education and travel created a de- 
sire for comfort, convenience and refinements not 
dreamed of in earlier generations. Invention after 
invention revolutionized habits and customs. Elec- 
tricity added to the length of the day by lighting 
cities and providing means of rapid, comfortable 
locomotion. Telephone and telegraph extended com-

“Refrigeration revolutionized the transportation 
and storage of food products and changed the living 
habits of the nation.

try.”” Similar investigations have been ordered be- 
fore; they have come rather to be expected as a 
graceful gesture on the part of Congress, even though 
they mean little or nothing. But this commission 
was nothing if not thorough. 

The first difficulty emecountered was the rather 
startling discovery that “there were practically no 
fundamental data of a Government or public char- 
acter with respect to marketing and distribution, and 
it was therefore necessary for the commission to 
undertake a pioneering effort tq secure from original 
sources the basic facts upon w a consideration 
of the problems of distribution might be predi- 
cated.” 

With a view of securing technical assistance and 
to secure the co-operation of the trades affected, the 
commission set up in each trade or industry a com- 
mittee whose function it was to assist the commis- 
sion in securing and correlating the information de- 
sired from the trades. For instance, the commission 
set up a retail grocers’ committee, a foe@ mannufac- 
turers’ committee and similar committees im the 
trades dealing in dry goods, clothing, shoes, hard- 
Ware, meats, etc.

The chief defect in the retail store, it appears, is 
that there are too many of them.

balance the advantage gained. 

The chain store has gone to the other extreme and 
has scattered a number of individual stores through- 
out the territory served and has cut out all but the 
most essential services. It is found that no really 
great economy in operation of the individual stores 
is obtained, excepting at the expense of service. An 
interesting development in the chain-store idea, how- 
ever, is the growing tendency on the part of the op- 
erators of such stores to assume the roles of man- 
nfacturer, wholesaler and jobber. More and more 
they are engaging in the manufacture of their own 
goods, selling under their own trade-mark. If this 
idea is carried to its logical conclusion, it may have 
ar’ important effect. 


per cent of all the farms in the country made sales 
through such organizations. Purchases through the 
same organization in 1919 were $84,615,669. No 
accurate figures are avaWable since that date, but 
it is safe to say these probably have been more than 
doubled since then. 

The chief hope in these organizations is that they 
are centralizing, taking over functions of distribu 
tion which heretofore have been intrusted to specu- 
lators. 

The conclusions drawn in the report are gen 
aoe ¢ ther. than specific, as we have suggested.

earth’ has been used in building the walls. The 
walls are 18 inches thick, smooth and sightly, 
ished with a cement wash on the exterior and paint- 
ed on the interior of the house. 

Nothing but plain, old dirt. and how pleasing 
the effect is apparent from the photograph which 
appears on this page. 

The house was built by Dr. H. B. Humphrey, a 
Government scientist, and advices from Glen Echo 
State that the cost of the walls was about one-fourth 
that of brick walls and 30 per cent less than that of 
good frame. Unskilled labor did the work. 

Homeseekers, studying the. hich prices of both 
material and labor in ordinary types of comfortable 
houses, here is a departure from the beaten path 
which may be worth vour attention. 

“The second-story walls could have been built of 
earth, too,”’ was the comment made by Thomas Crane 
Young of the St. Loufs architectural firm of Eames 
& Young, when he looked at the photograph from 
Maryland. Thanks to Mr. Young. what is a rand- 
new experiment in the East is not quite such a nov- 
elty in St. Louis. To the Post-Dispatch Sundav Mag- 
azine of Feb. 13, 1921. Mr. Young contributed an 
article describing a storage building which had heen 
erected at the David Ranken Jr. Schoo! of atechan- 
ical Trades. “Rammed earth” was the 
walls. 

The school needed a small bui'dine for the stor- 
age of oil and gasoline on the p) »mises. The first 
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and chief requirement was that if must be fireproof. 
Mr. Young had been interested for several years in 
the possibilities of rammed earth as a building ma- 
terial. Certainly, nothing could be more perfectly 
fireproof, although the economy of this “earth ma- 
sonry’’ was the feature which originally had attracted 
Mr. Young's interest. 

The officials of the Ranken School consented to 
the experiment, and the building was erected. 

The little building, with its walls of rammed 
earth has been in constant service for about three 
years and has been found satisfactory in every way. 
Apparently, the walls are as sound today as they 
were when new. The exterior coating of cement 
cracked two years after the building was finished, 
and had to be renewed. Otherwise, there have been 
no repairs. But Mr. Young regards the use of 
rammed earth for walls as being still in the ex- 
perimental stage. 

A hint of the revolution in home-building meth- 
ods which impends, if the “earth masonry” bears 
out its early promise and becomes an approved sub- 
stitute for the more costly fabricated materials, is 
given in the torrent of inquiries which descended 
upon Mr. Young following the Publication of an 
earlier article in the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine. 

lu this article, which appeared Feb. 29, 1920. he 
Suggested that the housing shortage be met by 
building homes of dried:rammed earth. Thereafter 
Mr. Young received more than 100 letters of in- 
quiry about the methods of doing such work.

Shedden. This. also believed to have been a big- 
amous marriage, took place almost immediately at 
the Henrietta Street Register Office, Covent Gar- 
den. The pair lived together for a few days, until 
“Gopdon” decamped with jewels belonging to his 
‘“‘wife’’ valued at $10,000. 

Young “Mrs. King” expressed the belief, which 
nobody sought to contradict, that the money her 
“husband” had spent upon her so lavishly, before 
marriage and during the honeymoon, was obtained 
by selling the other wronged woman's jewels. 

According to Scotland Yard. which at this writing 
is throwing out international feelers in the hope 
of finding the man Engel, this vanishing bridegroom 
has a long list of crimes behind him. The detectives 
believe that if found he will be wearing the beard 
that conceals the cleft in his cheek, and also a 
pair of shell-rimmed spectacles, which “Mrs. King” 
told them he adopted shortly before he disappeared 
He is deep!y wrinkled under the eyes. The spectacle 
rims serve to conceal the wrinkles, thus making 
identification through Rogues’ Gallery photographs 
more difficult. 

The vanishing bridegroom first met Mrs. Shedden 
in Berlin, Scotland Yard information shows. There 
his lurid past was known to the police, and he had 
established a reputation for prodigality and gaiety of 
spirit at the night clubs and other Berlin centers 
of bohemianism. 

Posing as an impresario, under the name of Gor- 
don. this man is said to have offered his services 
to pretty girls in some of the leading theatrical

in 1860. The basis was pathological. 
In that: year a young woman of a 


respectable Massachusetts family 
used to carry her husband’s din- 
mer pail to the place where he 


worked, a big abattoir in South Bos- 
ton. Abattoir is French for slaughter 
house. A slaughter house is a place 
where cattle, sheep and swine are butchered by 
wholesale. It is a place of blood and horror. These 
statements are elementary. Of course, all of us 
know, in a general way, what a slaughter house is; 
but there is a special reason for outlining these sim- 
ple facts just here. 

The name of this young married couple was Pom-* 
eroy. The husband was a hard-working man, a good 
provider. Like his wife, he belonged to a respect- 
able family. So far as the records indicate, mem- 
bers of both families, for some generations back, 
had been normal, just average New Englanders. 
Young Pomeroy quit his job—a rather bloody job, 
for he worked in the killing department—and en- 
listed along in 1861 in the army of heroic youths 
called out by President Lincoln to overcome the re- 
bellion of-the Southern States. | 

The father’s story, so far as it concerned himself 
alone, was similar to that of a couple of millions of 
other young men who went down South, fought the 
best they knew how, and were fortunate enough 
to be in the roll call at mustering out, in the spring 
and summer of 1865. . 

When young Mrs. Pomeroy was carrying the din- 
ner pail to the slaughter-frouse in 1860 she was an 
expectant mother. Her daily visits to the place of 
blood were by no means pleasant. Sometimes after 
she had seen the steers*and calves butchered and 
strung up, the pigs and lambs likewise violently 
Slain and trussed and cut up, the sight affected her 
most profoundly. There were nights when she 
awakened suddenly out of nightmare dreams of little 
lambs being stuck with long, thin, sharp knives, or 
of pigs being treated similarly; and their bleats and 
squeals she seemed to hear in her disordered dreams. 

Then, in due course, the baby came. It was a boy, 
and they named him Jesse. He was a fairly fine- 
looking infant, rosy and robust. There was just 
one small physical defect—Jesse had one blue eye 
and the other was of albino tint. Neighbors who 
dropped in to admire the baby noticed the differ- 
ence in his eyes, and of course Mrs. Pomeroy no- 
ticed it. She was sorry it was that way with him, 
but nevertheless Jesse was a pretty baby, and he 
grew to be a handsome boy. He went to public 
school and was quick to learn things. Mr. and Mrs. 
Pomeroy were proud of their son and expected him 
to grow up and be an honor to the family. 

Some time in 1871 the Boston public was shocked 
by newspaper reports of certain mysterious cruelties 


being practiced upon smal) children. A small boy little or nothing of either pathology or psychology. questered cell all alone for 41 years, Um 
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those things, he “just did them,” and continues to demand a 
parole or a new trial—He read more than 8000 books when in 
solitary confinement and learned half a dozen languages, in- 
cluding Arabic—“The State has made me a scholar,” he says, 
“and should set me free to become a school teacher” 


named Paine was found, stripped naked, tied to a 
beam in a barn; he had been beaten with a rope. A 
little later Tracy Hayden, another tiny lad, also 
stripped, was found tied to a board on a vacant lot 
in South Boston, not far from the Pomeroy home; 
he had been beaten frightfully with a rope, and his 
teeth had been knocked out. In July, 1872, little 
Johnny Blach was enticed to a marsh by a boy much 
larger, who stripped him and beat him to uncon- 


sciousness; when the victim came to, his tormentor 
was bending over him, rubbing salt into his raw 
wounds. 


Next on the list was Bobby Gould, just a mere 
tot; with a big wound in his scalp, he was found 
tied to a railroad track, his body covered with 
bruises. In the cabin of an old yacht in Bostam 
Harbor, 4-year-old George Pratt was found lying 
nude, pins and needles stuck into his flesh, his body 
Slashed with a jackknife. Harry Austin, a year 
younger than little George, was the next sufferer to 
be discovered; his body bore marks of similar inju- 
ries. 

Not one of these boys knew the identity of-his as- 
sailant. None could describe him with enough ac- 
curacy to bring about an arrest. ‘‘A big boy did it,’’ 
said each victim. Parents of children in South Bos- 
ton and the Chelsea section were horrified; they took 
pains to keep their children under observation, 
warning the little ones against the terrible “bad Big 
boy’’ who appeared to have a most abnormal mania 
for torturing children of tender years. 

But at last the bad big boy who was believed to 
have been the perpetrator of all the outrages here 
briefly described was run down. Little Joe Ken- 
nedy was found by some workmen unconscious from 
violence of such character as to suggest that he had 
become the victim of the boy who attacked the oth- 
ers. Joe was revived, and for a time he was in de- 
lirium; but at last he was able to talk coherently. 

“A boy named Pomeroy hurt me,” explained Joe. 
‘‘He works in a store on Broadway.”’ 

So Jesse Pomeroy, greatly to the distress and sur- 
prise of his parents, was arrested. He confessed the 
terture. “I don’t know why I did these things,’’ he 
said; “I just did them.” Jesse was sent to the State 
F.eformatory. There he proved himself a bright lad; 
not one mark of ill deportment was placed against 
him, and after 17 months he was released and sent 
home. The officials regarded Jesse as “cured.” 
They were not alienists, those officials; they kriew 
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the months preceding Jesse Pomeroy’s birth, his mother carried his father’s dinner pai] to the slaugh- 
terhouse where he worked. This scene of blood and horror affected her profoundly.

Once a month, which was as 
as the rules permitted, Mrs. Pomeroy paid a 
She never missed this opportunity. 
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spent so many brief periods from day to day when 
the baby that became the monster Jesse Pomeroy 
was near to birth: the nightmares she had suffered 
in her delicate condition, the squealing of the pigs 
and the bleating of the lambs under slaughter. 
Were not these horrors to be taken into consideration 
by the State? Such was the argument of Mrs. Pom- 
erov and her friends. 

But the State looked back only far enough to see 
the mutilated bodies of little Horace Millen ahd lit- 
tle Katie Curran, and to hear the moans they must 
beve made in their torment. Jesse Pomeroy, the 
State held, should be kept in restraint for the term 
of hix natural life, lest he commit further atrocities 
of the same kind. 

Pomeroy was the most active person in his own 
behalf. He read books of law, and he was insistent 
and persistent for a parole. Year after year he made 
application for such relief, every time he was permit- 
ted to do so under the regulations of the prison. 
Time after time he pleaded his own case in his own 
way, working under the handicap of being unable to 
see personally any member of the Executive Coun- 
cil. Whenever he could communicate with the prison 
Warden he demanded to be set free or to have the 
privilege of a. new trial. He still insists that the 
courts should review his case, after nearly half a 
century. 

“Tl want to go and become a school teacher,” 
said Jesse. “The State has made an educated man 
of me, and I should be allowed to use my education 
for the good of the State.” 

But the State saw otherwise. Throughout the 
years, up to 1912, the life-termer made desperate ef- 
forts to escape. Twelve times he was caught in the 
act of trying to conquer his environing walls by 
stealthy operations carried on in secret. 

Somehew he obtained the raw material from 
which he constructed rude yet rather effective tools. 


| Once he used a nail, a file and an improvised chisel 


for tunneling, and when within a few inches of free- 
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com a trail of lime from the cuttings revealed his 
operations. Again he cut an opening through the 
door of his cell, rigged a connection with a gas jet 
just outside, introduced the gas into his cell and ic- 
nited it in the hope of burning a hole in the wall 
Ipstead .f doing that, he succeeded in getting him 
self burned severely 

At his finai attempt to escape, about 11 years ago 
Jesse was foiled by a feline enemy which he had not 
suspected. The prisoner had hacked 2nd bored and 
sawed throngh three cell bars. supplanting them 
with dummy bars to deceive the guards. He climbed 
through the hole thus accomplished at such cost of 
tedious toil and such expenditure of ingenuity. With 
a dagger. a file and three saws concealed in his 
clothes, he was creeping along the corri@or towarc 
the guard stationed not far from his cell and half 
asleep on the nocturnal job. 

“Meouw! eouw!” screamed an unhuman and 
unearthly voice out of the semigioom. 

Then the cat leaped at Jesse Pomeroy, the guard 
woke up, and Jesse’s game was nipped in the bud 
The guard took one glance at the dagger taken from 
Pomeroy’s pocket and almost swooned. After that 
he kept more widely awake when on duty in that 
corridor. 

Jesse remained for five years longer in his solitary 
cell. He seemed to have given up the notion that 
he could escape. He turned his talent more directly 
toward renewed arguments for release. He studied 
more assiduously, mastering another language or 
two, and reading wit: mvidity all the new books that 
came to the library. Jesse himself never got to the 
library whilst in solitary confinement, but the 
guards were instructed to supply him with reading 
matter without stint. 

And then Jesse Pomeroy began to write verse! 
Scme persons called it poetry. A little book of it 
was printed. Early in 1920, three years after his 
reiease from “solitary,” there was a minstrel show 
in the prison. convicts putting on the program. Jesse 
Pomerors, for the first time in his life, appeared in 
public—-such as it was—at this performance An 
author's reading! He read his own verses. 

When first it was announced to him that tne 
Governor and Cuuncil had determined to let him 
occupy a cell such as the other prisoners occupied 
and to eat in the common mess hall, and to associate 
with the rest of the inmates under ordinary prison 
restrictions, he rebelled. He put at 
under the new arrangements. 

“f am a seholar,.”” protested Jess 
work!” 

He was given until next day to change his mind, 
but next day his mind remained unchanged. Then 
Jesse was put in a dark cell on a diet of bread ani 
water. He had become a good feeder, and he liked 
light. Even the light from the ceiling window in his 
solitary cell was preferable to the gloom of the 
bread-and-water crypt, Jesse wanted to continue his 
reading. for at least a part of each day. So, after a 
brief period in the dark, he came forth and submitred 
to the discipline of :the institution. enjoying once 
more. after his 47 years of solitude, the society of his 
fellows. q 

And now Jesse Pomeroy is playing the stock mar 
ket from his cell. For years he made small articles 
which were bought by curious persons desiring sou- 
venirs of the noted convict. These were sold from a 
vacant cell. The buyers never got a glimpse of Pom 
eroy. He saved the money and during the Great 
War bought $300 worth of Liberty bonds These 
were deposited in the prison safe. 

Not long ago, Jesse, who reads the daily papers 
regularly, requested the privilege of converting his 
bonds into cash and using the money to trade in 
oil and mining stocks through a Boston brokerage 
firm. The prison offtrials decided he was quite fn hi: 
rights when making this request. So Jesse became 
a speculator, and at latest accounts he had turned 
over profits amounting to $69, which had been 
placed in the safe to his order. 

As a matter of course Pomeroy has no stock ticker 
o1 telephone in his cell. He follows the markets b) 
reading the papers, selects the stocks he thinks ca! 
culated to make him a profit, and mails his orders to 
his broker. 

Jesse Pomeroy still contends. as he did when he 
made his confession nearly half a century ago, that 
he doesn’t know why he tortured and killed the chil- 
dren. - 

“I just did it,” he savs;: “I cannot explain it.” 

It appears now that Jesse Pomeroy will serve out 
his time, leaving prison only when his body is borne 
out to an unhonored Such occasional move 
ments as his devoted mother was able to set in mo 
tion in his behalf ended with her death. The pris- 
oner now is all alone in the world, with nobody to 
visit him on the days when visiting is permitted. He 
gets no letters from anybody save*the morbidly curi- 
ous who read about him and annoy bim with emana- 
tions of their inaninities. The crowding years seem 
to have taken heavy toll of his old-time energy of 
resistance to the apparently inevitable.

Wilbur Wright pays a high tribute to Lilienthal, 
the German experimenter, who, suspended from a 
machine of his own designing, sought to learn the 
rules of equilibrium. Lilienthal used a’ pair of 
wings sufficient to sustain his own weight, and used 
gravity as a motor—that is; he took off from the top 
of a hill and traveled downward as well as forward. 
He was a pioneer in studying wind currents, too. 
and made altogether some 2000 flights, in a few 
cases landing more than 1000 feet from his starting 
point.

Speaking 20 years ago, before fame had sought out 
the Wright brothers, Wilbur Wright states that Lili- 
enthal “probably made the greatest contribution to 
the solution of the flying problem that has ever 
been made by any one man.”’ 

Manly, generous words, from one whose name, 
with that of his brother, now eclipses all others in 
the development of means to travel in the air. 

The two Wrights began their experiments at Kitty 
Hawk in 1900. They had made up their minds that 
practice was to be an essential factor in solving the 
problem of flight. 

“It would not be considered at all safe,’’ remarks 
the writer, “for a bicycle rider to attempt to ride 
through a crowded city street after only five hours 
of practice, spread out in bits of 10 seconds each, 
over a period of five years, yet Lilienthal with this 
brief practice was remarkably successful in meeting 
the fluctuations and eddies of wind gusts. 

“We thought that if some method could be found 
by which it would be possible to practice by the hour 
instead of by the second, there would be hope of 
advancing.”’ 

Kitty Hawk was selected because winds of 16 to 25 
miles an hour were not at all uncommon there, as at 
various other points on the Atlantic coast. At first, 
the machine was tried as a kite, whose behavior in 
the air was carefully studied by the observers on the 
ground. Results were very satisfactory, yet the 
Wrights were well aware, this article affirms, that 
such a method of testing would never be wholly con- 
vincing until the results had been confirmed by 
actual gliding experience. 

here being no hill suitable for gliding purposes 
at Kitty Hawk, the next year’s machine was tested 
four miles away, where the Kill Devil sand hill 
rises from the flat sand to a height of more than 
100 feet. The slope is one foot in six. On the first 
jay, in a 14-mile wind, they made a dozen glides. 

The operator lay in a horizontal position in the 
machine, so that he would present only one square 
foot of resistance to the wind, inspead of five. It 
had been planned that he should run with the ma- 
chine, to get his start, at once assume the horizontal! 
position, and only stand up when he wished to make 
his landing. But it was found better to have two 
assistants start the machine and the operator landed 
successfully while still in a reclining position. 

“Although the landings were made while moving 
at speeds of more than 20 miles an hour, neither ma- 
chine nor operator suffered any injury.’’ They at- 
tained a speed of 25 to 30 miles an hour, with refer- 
ence to the wind, or 10 to 15 miles over the ground. 
The. control of the machine proved even better than 
they had dared to expect. : 

Their 1902 design was changed to “a double-deck 
machine having two surfaces, each 32 feet from tip 
to tip and 5 feet from front to rear. The total area 
of the main surface was about 305 square feet. The 
front rudder spread 15 square feet additiona! 
and the vertical tail about 12 square feet, which 
was subsequently reduced to 6 square feet.”” The 
machine’s weight was 1161-2 pounds, which the 
operator’s weight brought up to 250 or 260 pounds. 

In almost 1000 glides this model was damaged 
but once, although it repeatedly had to withstand the 
strain of landing at full speed in a slight hollow, 
where only the tips of the wings touched the ground, 
the entire weight of the machine and operator being 
suspended between. As before, they began by flying 
the machine like a kite, then an operator rode in it.

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genuity, it is quite reasonable to suppose that a val- 
uable method of building construction with a wide 
range of usefulness might be developed. 

“The photograph of the Maryland house shows 
what might be accomplished with but little trouble. 
Certainly nothing could look neater than the plas- 
tered wall as shown. 

“Most of the attempts to produce a low-cost dwell- 
ing have been unsuccessful, because little can be 
gained by the mere substitution of one material for 
another. With manufactured building material, 
transportation and labor at the present high level, 
all building is bovrnd to be costly. And as long as 
the laborer requires in his home all of the essentials 
contained in the home of the banker, it is useless 
to think of cheap houses. 

“Eventually it will be found necessary to elimi- 
nate all except the minimum space and things for 
a sanitary and comfortable dwelling. Just so long 
as space must be provided to house standard fur- 
niture sets, grand pianos, victrolas and automobiles, 
no solution of the high cost of housing will be 
found.”’ 

The storage building with walls of rammed earth 
at the Ranken School is only 10 by 13 feet in plan, 
but it is roofed and has both door and window, and 
consequently possesses most of the elements of a 
larger house. The methods which Mr. Young and 
his. workmen followed in constructing it are well 
worth noting, now that the building has stood the 
acid test of time. 

There was a foundation of concrete, extending 
about eight inches above the surface, but Mr. Young 
says that an earth foundation would probably have 
answered as well, if thoroughly protected by a 
waterproof coating. 

The earth used in building the walls was obtained 
in grading the site and digging the foundation 
trenches. The best results were obtained with a 
mixture of stiff vellow clay and top soil in the pro- 
portion approximately of one part clay to two parts 
loam. 

“The earth should be free from roots, twigs or 
vegetable substances, and should contain no lumps 
of clay or grave! larger than will pass through a 
1 1-4-inch mesh screen,”’ said Mr. Young. “In 
tamping the gables, we used earth sifted through a 
one-fourth-inch mesh scréen, and obtained a smooth- 
er wall 

“When placed in the form the earth should be 
only slightly damp, and until used it should be pro- 
tected from rain by-a shed, tarpaulin or. other 
means. It shou!d be placed in the form in thin lay- 
ers. not more than four Inches thick, pressed down

“In one flight,”’ says Wilbur Wright, 
“the wind struck the machine from the 
left and began lifting the left wing in 
a decidedly alarming manner. Owing 
to the fact that in the new machine 
pean had been made in the mech- 


anisms operating the rudders, so that 
the movements were exactly reversed, it 
was necessary to think a moment be- 
fore proceeding to make the proper ad- 
justment. 

“But meanwhile the left wing was 
rising higher and higher. I therefore 
decided to bring the machine to the 
ground as quickly as possible, but in 
my confusion forgot the change that 
shad been made in the front rudder, and 
‘instinctively turned it the wrong way. 
‘Almost instantly it reared up as though 
‘bent on a mad attempt to pierce the 
jheavens. 

“But after a moment it seemed to 
perceive the folly of such an undertak- 
ling and gradually slowed up till it came 
almost to a stop, with the front of the 
‘machine still pointing heavenward. 

“By this time I had recovered my- 
self and reversed the rudder to its full 
‘extent, at the same time climbing up- 
| ward toward the front. so as to bring 
my weight to bear on the part that was 
too high. Under this heroic treatment 
the machine turned downward and soon 
began to gather headway again. By 
the time the ground was reached it was 
rnder fair control, but as one wing 
touched first, it swung around in land- 
ing and came to rest with the wind 
lbhlowing in from the rear. There was 
‘ne unusual shock in landing, and no 
damage at all resulted.” 

A little later. Orville Wright partict- 
pated In what Wilbur Wricht terms “a 
little mfisadventure,”” which was the only 
thing approaching an accident in their 
exneriments and the onlv time the ma- 
chine sustained injurv. The tins of the 
wings had been brought six inches low- 
er than the center and there was the 
r.ew method of overating the front rud- 
der, and the lateral contro!’ to be man- 
aged. too. Starting off with one wing 
slichtly lower than the other, the ma- 
chine veered to the Ieft. Orville 
Wricht waited a moment to sée wheth- 
er it wonld richt itself. and when it did 
‘mot he applied the control. At the veryw 
instant, however, the richt wine most 
nnexpectediv raised much worse than 
before, and led him to think that pos- 
sibly he had made a mistake. A mo- 


ment of thought sufficed to assure him- 
self that he had made the right mo- 
tion, and he increased the movement. 

‘*Meanwhile,” writes the brother, “he 
had neglected the front rudder, by 
which the fore and aft balance was 
maintained. The machine turned up in 
front more and more, till it assumed a 
most dangerous attitude. We who 
were on the ground noticed this in ad- 
vance of the navigator, who was thor- 
oughly absorbed in the attempt to re- 
store the lateral balance, but our shouts 
of alarm were drowned by the howl- 
ings of the wind. 

“It was only when the machine came 
to a stop and started backward that he 
at length realized the true situation. 
From a height of nearly 30 feet the 
machine sailed diagonally backward till 
it struck the ground. The unlucky 
aeronaut had time for one hasty glance 
behind him, and the next instant found 
himself the center of a mass of flutter- 
ing wreckage.”’ 

The machine was made “as good as 
new’ by a few days’ labor, and was not 
again broken in any of the many hun- 
creds of glides which the brothers sub- 
sequently made with it. For the pur- 
pose of reducing the danger to the low- 
est possible point, they usually kept 
close to the ground. 

“Often a glide of several hundred feet 
would be made at a height of a few 
feet, or even a few inches sometimes,”’ 
says Wilbur Wright. “It was the aim 
to avoid unnecessary risk. While the 
nigh flights were more spectacular, the 
low ones were fully as valuable for 
training purposes.”’ 

The experiments covered a period of 
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five weeks in 1902, and the total num- 


ber of flights “was probably between 
700 and 1000.” The slides were made 
directly to windward and straight down 
the slope. The longest glide was 622 1-2 
feet, and the time 20 s«conds.
